Minority." 



Experts of the Mercier Type Soon 
to Exploit the Federal 
Treasury. 



Mo.vnt.cAL, June '10. — A great demons- 
tration took place here lust night in 
honor of Mr. Ltturier. I to spent the tiny 
at the St. Lawrence Hull and was join- 
ed in the eveniim by Sir R. Cartwright. 
After uiiiiuir together at G. W. Stephens' 
resilience they drove to the Champ de 
Mure, where many thousands of people 
were awaiting theiu. They were joined 
here by Messrs. Tarte, Ethier, Madore, 
Bruneau, Monet, McShane and many 
others. Mr. Laurier was kept 
bowing bis acknowledgments several 
minutes before he was able to apeak. 

Discussing the Liberal victory. Quebec 
be said had taken its plaee at the bend 
of confederation. As to the school ques- 
tion, the people had tried six years of a 
wobbling' government, and be was con- 
fident that by making an appeal to the 
generosity anil sense of justice of the 
Manitoba government " we will succeed 
in restoring to the minority the rights 
of which they h.ive been deprived." On 
the tariff Mr. Laurier repeated his re- 
marks made earlier in the day about 
being reformers, not revolutionists. He 
closeil thus: ' " From this day lA'gins a 
now era, and from this day all Cana- 
dians, without distinction of origin, 
creed or race, will be equally loyal sub- 
jects to tier Majesty." 

Sir Richard Cartwright had an en- 
thusiastic reception, and in a brief 
speech expressed the hope that the past 
election would to no ordinary degree 
sweep away those foolish prejudices 
which had in the past divided English 
from French and Catholic from Protest- 
ant. Never, he said, was a leader found 
In Canada more calculated or better able 
in every possible shape and way to re- 
concile and bring together those jarring 
elements which in times past had dis- 
turbed the common pence, than his 
friend Wilfrid Laurier. 

Toronto, June 20. — The Mail and Em- 
pire says editorially: "We are going 
to get from this ebullition of general 
election a distinctly Quebec government 
of the Mercier type at Ottawa. Like 
conditions produce like results. It is 
idle to suppose the Ontario Liberals can 
protect us. The men who worked and 
stole under Mercier are experts in the 
business. They can clean out the treas- 
ury while Sir Oliver is sleeping in the 
Senate. With a repetition of the Mer- 
cier regime at the federal cap- 
ital, it is necessary wo should all 
be fully alive to every move on the 
chessboard and thoroughly united for 
the defence of our interests. The Mail 
and Umpire for its part recognizes, as 
all Ontario must, the seriousness of the 
situation, and is determined, not in a 
spirit of partisanship but rather of pat- 
riotism and independence, to guard the 
interest of tite English-speaking popula- 
tion in this danger." 

THE SANDON FIRE. 

By No Means as Serious an Affair as Had 
at First Been Supposed. 

(From the Spokane Spokesman-Review.) 

Fires were carelessly set about one 
mile below town Sunday morning and at 
10 o'clock the safety of Sandon was so 
menaced that the bucket brigade was 
called outand stationed along the wagon 
road from the slaughter house up, and 
the work train on the Canadian Pacific 
wits sent from Three Forks with a gang 
of men to protect their property.

London, June 20.— The resignations of 
Cecil Rhodes, Alfred Bert and Dr. Ruth- 
erford Harris have been accepted by the 
South African Commercial Company. 
The Times says that the Transvaal 
should see in this acceptance a demon- 
stration of British friendly sentiment.

The 
principal place of business is at Ross- 
land, and the capital stock is .$1,000,000.

Tapper Winding up Business While 
Laurier Impatiently Waits 
for a Summons. 



The Defeated French Ministers- 
Elections Gazetted— Fish for 
This Coast. 



(From Our Own Correspondent) 
Ottawa, June 20. — From appearances 
to-day, Sir Charles Tupper's ministry 
will not be able to leave oflice until the 
end of next week. The treasury board 
met this morning and the cabinet bad 
another long session this afternoon, 
when considerable business was trans- 
acted. Hon. Geo. E. Foster and Hon. 
J. J. Ross, who were not net e yesterday , 
were present to-day. The most impor- 
tant business taken up was the matter 
of the fast line tenders. Quite a num- 
ber had been sent in, but singular 
to say only one complies absolutely with 
the terms of advertisment anil speci- 
fications. It is from the old reliable 
Canadian company, tiie Allan Line, and 
it is understood that their figure is in 
the vicinity of £225,000 sterling. It was 
not definitely decided to recommend the 
acceptance of this tender, but under any 
circumstances the contract must be rati- 
fied by parliament. The Premier said 
to your correspondent that there is no 
evidence on the face of the tender to 
show that the Dominion line are as- 
sociated with the Allans in it. 

Communications have passed between 
the Premier anil the Governor-General 
regarding the prospective resignation of 
the ministry. His Excellency is at Que- 
bec, but has intimated his "willingness 
to return to Ottawa at Sir Charles' con- 
venience. Mr. Laurier wired his friends 
here to-day that he will not come to 
Ottawa until the Governor-General sends 
for him. 

The general impression is that Messrs. 
Angers and Desjartlins will be reap- 
pointed to the Senate, although neither 
appears to be very anxious for a seat in 
the upper house. Ex-Premier Taillon 
accepts his defeat in a philosophical 
spirit; he puts it that as Quebec appar- 
ently does not want htm he will not seek 
a seat in either the Senate or tho Com- 
mons. 

Among the Conservative members in 
town there is a decidedly belligerent 
spirit, as the nature of the influences pre- 
vailing on Tuesday becomes understood. 
Some of the members want the govern- 
ment to meet the house, but the cooler 
heads of the party applaud the decision 
of the cabinet to step out as soon as urg- 
ent business can be wound up. 

Four members will be gazetted to- 
morrow. They are those who were 
elected by acclamation : D.D.Rogers, 
Frontenac;C. Beausoleil, Berthier; F. 
Dupont, Bagot; M. E. Bernier, St. 
Hyacinthe. John Macdougald's ap- 
pointment as commissioner of customs 
is also to be gazetted. The appoint- 
ment dates from May 1. 

The town of Nelson has been created 
a port of entry, at which oil may be im- 
ported in tank cars. 

A shipment of live lobsters, oysters 
nnd black bass will be despatched to 
British Columbia next week.

SATISFA CT0 R I LY SETTL ED. 

The Latest Complication Between Great 
Britain and Venezuela Promptly 
Adjusted. 

Washington, June 20. — The latest 
complication in the Venezuelan question 
has been promptly settled. Mr. An- 
drade, the Venezuelan minister, called 
at the state department to-day, anil 
handed to Mr. Olney a copy of a cable- 
gram he had just received from Sunor 
Kojas, the Venezuelan Minister of For- 
eign affairs, stating that Mr. Harrison, 
the Crown Surveyor of British Guiana, 
who, with his party, had been placed 
under arrest by Venezuelan officials, 
had been promptly released. 

The telegram was as follows: "It 
was yesterday when the National Com- 
missary of Cuyuni telegraphed that 
Surveyor Harrison and nineteen others 
had crossed on the left bank of t he Cuy- 
uni to open a road. The Sub-Commis- 
sary of Acarabisci protested in writing. 
Harrison insisted and the S ub-Coininis- 
sary took him to the post of Eldorado, 
As soon as the government was inform- 
ed thereof, it ordered the release of Har- 
rison and asked details." It is believed 
that the main issue between Great Brit- 
ain and Venezuela will be even more 
easy of settlement now that the latter 
government has been so prompt to dis- 
avow the act of the Sub-Commissary. 
Minister Andrade says that the Cuyuni 
river lias been the provisional boundary 
and bus never before been crossed by 
the British. 



DESTKUCTIVE CLOUD BURST. 

Homes Swept Away, Stock Drowned nnd 
Serious Damage Done in Ohio. 

Marietta, Ohio, June 20. — A cloud 
burst took place on Wednesday night 
which covered a wide area and was 
the most destructive ever known in this 
territory. Houses were swept away, 
stock of all kinds was drowned, and 
many persons narrowly escaped with 
their lives. In some streams the water 
rose 25 feet in ten minutes and came on 
the people almost as suddenly as the 
Johnstown flood, and was very much 
like that flood in many respects. The 
crops are ruined on the Little Musking- 
um for twenty miles, and on many of 
the small tributaries of the Oho above 
here. The loss will reach hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. The details are 
meagre, but it is feared the worst has 
not been told.

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Interesting Extracts From News- 
papers Forwarded by a Former 
Resilient of Victoria. 



The Only Way to Stop the Rebel- 
lion to Severely Plinisll the 
Natives. 



Mr. Cliuiles Mackenzie, of this city, 
who has a brother, formerly a resident 
of Victoria, but now an attache of the 
Bulawuyo Chronicle, has recently re- 
ceived several copies of that paper, It 
is a large tour-page blanket sheet, and 
its advertising columns appear to be 
well patronized. The issue of the 25th 
April editorially refers to the inexpedi- 
ency of sending into the field certain 
friendly Malabeles, lest, if the enemy 
hud an apparent or temporary success, 
they might either desert, or turn on the 
whites. It regards with satisfaction 
the appointment of Sir Frederick Car- 
rington to the chief command of the 
forces in Matabeleland, be being the ono 
to crush the rebellion speedily and 
effectively. 

It. ohserves " the present state of 
affairs is anything but pleasant, for the 
authorities are of the opinion that the 
forces at their disposal are only strong 
enough to defend the town, and con- 
sequently the whole country is in the 
hands of the enemy. This compels the 
inaction of hundreds of people, and busi- 
ness is at a standstill, while the strain 
on the health of the women and children 
of the community by being shut up in- 
side a laager is no small matter, and we 
hope that as soon as the reinforcements 
arrive the people will Ix-* shown that it 
is unnecessary to go to the laager every 
night." 

It is aJded that there will be no per- 
manent security in the country until the 
bills have been stormed and ransacked 
for the enemy. Referring to the murd- 
ers of the whites, it significantly re- 
marks: " .Never has there been such a 
thirst for blood as exists at the present 
time. The cold-blooded atrocities have 
aroused all the deeper passions of the 
whites, and the Matabele get short 
shrift if they are at the wrong end of the 
white man's rifle.' ' A description is 
given of a skirmish three day's previous 
to the date of publication, just out- 
side of Bulawayo at a point called 
Umgusa, in which the whites under 
Captain Bisset lost one trooper with five 
men wounded. Inthis case, the whites, 
deeming discretion the better part of 
valor, retired. 

The edition of April 29 discusses the 
means of transport of supplies to Bula- 
wayo, the cost of which has been in- 
creased three or fourfold owing to the 
ravages of tba rinderpest. Jt describes 
a fight three days previously, in which 
several hundred Matabele were killed, 
with two troopers fat ally ana a number 
of others more or less seriously wound- 
ed on the side of the whites. Jn its edi- 
torial on the subject it points the lesson 
in the following sentences : 

" LioUengiila had an effective manner 
of administering punishment and one 
that never required to ho meted out a 
second time, for if a kraal or induna be- 
came too mighty or displayed any insol- 
ence the old king wiped from tho face of 
the earth the rebel, li is wives and his 
childron, so that no trace of bucIi a 
traitor -should remain. . . . Kvery 
Kaffir chief bus used the same means of 
keeping his people io order, and it was 
only when the white man stepped in 
that the natives became unmanageable. 

"To the native mind there is only one 
form of contrition, and that is bodily 
pain ; brute force is the only thing that 
appeals to him and that he has any re- 
spect for. . . . Until force is UBed 
and many of the natives are made to 
bite the dust,, and not until then, will 
the rebellion be crushed. . . . We 
trust that lessons such as that taught 
the rebels lust Saturday will be repeated 
and followed up, and we believe that if 
it be done the rising will be non-existent 
by the time Sir Frederick Carrington 
takes the field. . . . We should like 
Ithodesians do the work themselves and 
preserve the country which they won 
two years ago."

MONEY (tLUT IN ENGLAND.

So phenomenally cheap is money in 
London to-day that it is possible to bor- 
row practically an unlimited amount at 
the rateof 25centeaday for every $5,000. 
There is now on deposit in the Bank of 
England alone more than $250,000,000 
more money than was lying there nine 
months ago, and the amount on 
deposit has been steadily mounting 
up during the interval and is still in- 
creasing. There was in the bank last 
Thursday, £11,000,000 of public tie- 
posits, that is government money. The 
usual amount on deposit is from £;i,O00,- 
000 to £8,000,000. This money is largely 
made up of funds set aside for the re- 
demption of consols, and of funds de- 
posited in the Post Office Savings Bank, 
for which investment is desired, lint 
there is now no desirable investment to 
be found, and consols have gone so high 
that the government will not buy them. 
Trivate ami joint stock banks have $50,- 
500,000 on deposit in the Hank of Eng- 
land, which is twelve millions more than 
was so deposited last October, and £17,- 
000,000 more than at this time two years 
ago. 

The Bank of England's own reserve 
fund ten days ago was £11,500,000 more 
than it amounted to nine months ago, 
and the stock of gold and bullion on 
hand was more than £12,000,000 in ex- 
cess of the amount on hand last, October. 

This condition of affairs in the Bunk 
of England is a fair sample of the situa- 
tion throughout the country. Every- 
where there is a greatglut of idle money, 
for which no satisfactory use can be 
found. There are thrown on the market 
here every veur about, £120.000,000 seek- 
ing investment. This vast sum of 
money represents the annual surplus of 
money accumulated in the country, 
saved* from its income.

Let, therefore, the necessary petition 
be started without delay, asking fur a 
loan by-law to be put forward fur a suf- 
ficient sum to build two first class, per- 
manent bridges , on the distinct under- 
standing that two speeitied honorary 
commissioners have sole control of the 
funds and the work, with the assistance 
of a certain specified civil engineer, and 
that they further have power to make 
all terms with the government and the 
tramway company as to the proportion 
to be borne by each.

POOR, INDEED. 

Jt must strike everyone who reads the 
surmises us to who are to be Llie mem- 
bers of Mr, Laurier's Government that 
the Grit majority are very poor in avail- 
able administrative talent .

Mr. William 
Pateraon, who ia down for the position 
of Minister of Trade and Commerce, was 
on Tuesday last rejected by the people. 
The ilon. Clifford yifton, who is on the 
slate as Min isterof the Interior, is neither 
member of the House of Commons nor 
a Senator. Mr. J. I. Tarte, who is to be 
Secretary of State in the new ministry, 
is a defeated candidate, so is the Hon. 
1). Mills. Out of the seventeen mem- 
bers of the proposed administration as 
many as five must be picked up, so to 
speak, off the street. Or to 
put it in another way, Mr. 
Laurier will have to go outside 
the House of Commons and the Senate 
for 29 per cent, of the members of his 
administration. And among these out- 
siders are three defeated candidates and 
one member of the Greenway Govern- 
ment. 

Our correspondent says that the slate 
he reproduces emanates from a Grit 
source. This is surprising. One would 
suppose that it had been drawn up by 
some cynical Tory who wanted to show 
how few men of ability the Grits have 
returned to the House of Commons. By 
the way, if the slate is at all to be de- 
pended upon, Senator Mclnnes will have 
plenty of time in the near future to find 
out from the best of all authorities what 
■constitutes "a full-fledged Cabinet 
.Minister." 



try and her colonies and dependencies — 
has grown up no one knows exactly how. 
The union between them, though strong 
and continually growing stronger, 
apparently unsubstantial. The 
relation between Great Britain 
and her colonies is to a great 
extent undefined. It is a union chiefly 
of "sentiment," yet it holds together. 
There is a very strong opinion both in 
Great Britain and in the colonies in its 
favor, and there is a desire mail parts of 
the Empire for a closer and a more sub- 
stantial union. This desire lniB found 
expression, and organizations have been 
formed to promote the closer union w hich 
so many hope to seo accomplished. Yet, 
so far, there has been no definite scheme 
even outlined. The discussion has 
hitherto been almost purely academic. 
Mr. Chamberlain, as the reader sees, 
views t he subject in all its aspects, but he 
has come to no conclusion. He proposes 
nothing practical. Yet he and others 
who have apparently talked to no prac- 
tical purpose, have doubtless advanced 
the cause they have at heart. A little 
reflection will show that this is the case. 
Who will say that the cause of a closer 
union of the Empire is just where it wa3 
say five years ago? Everyone knows 
that it has advanced. It is not even 
where it stood when Mr. Chamberlain 
delivered the speech before the Congress 
of the Cham hers of Commerce, It has 
since then made a stride in advance, 
tnd when the next convention meets 
;o deliberate upon some scheme for 
the closer union of the Empire, those 
who take part in it will, perhaps 
to their surprise, find that the work 
they met to do is already more than half 
done. The people had heroine familiar 
with the subject, and schemes which a 
short time before bad been regarded as 
visionary and impracticable had come 
to be looked upon as not only practicable 
but necessary. The advocates of Impe- 
rial Federation have good cause to be 
encouraged at the progress which their 
cause has made.

Mr. Attorney-General Sifton, of Mani- 
toba, is reported to have asked a Winni- 
peg audience a few evenings ae;o if "a 
Canadian Government has to Biib'iiit to 
the dictates of a British court 1 " This 
the Free Press of that city denounces aB j 
"a disloyal utterance." It was no 1 
doubt uttered in a spirit of disloyalty, 
but it was rather a stupid utterance than 
a disloyal one. If Mr. Sifton had taken 
the trouble to think nbout what he was 
saying it would have occurred to him 
that everv court of law in Canada is a 
British court and that every Canadian 
jud^e represents the authority of the 
British Sovereign. An Attorney-Gener- 
al, who is a law officer of the Crown, 
should not need to be reminded of this. 

The Canadian, whether he is in ollice 
or out of ofliee, who has got into the 
habit of considering; things Canadian as 
distinct and separate from tilings British, 
has pretty good reason to doubt the 
strength and genuineness of his loyalty. 
Canadians are British subjects quite as 
much as Englishmen, Scotchmen and 
Irishmen are British subjects. They 
are all living under British institutions 
and British Inws, and all owe allegiance 
to the British Crown. We are glad to 
be able to say that the great majority of 
Canadians are proud to know that they 
are British, and that they are as ready 
to acknowledge the authority of a British 
Court of law which holds its sessions in 
London as they are that of a British 
Court of law whose judges are Canadians 
and who try eases and deliver judgment 
in Ottawa.

VICTORIA'S TRAGEDY. 

Edwin Hall Warner Criticises the Coroner's 
Verdict. 

Edwin Hall Warner, the well-known 
engineer who was called to Victoria as 
expert in the Point Kllice bridge dis- 
aster, has returned home. When ques- 
tioned concerning the verdict of the 
coroner's jury he said : 

" I am rather surprised at the verdict. 
The jury was composed of men far supe- 
rior to the average juror. With such a 
jury no man would fail of substantial 
justice, were life, liberty or property at 
stake, yet the measure of responsibility 
for the disaster, as fixed, seems to me at 
variance with the facts brought out. 

" The findings are as follows : Tram- 
way company is directly responsible, 
city council guilty of contributory negli- 
gence, bridge not constructed according 
to specifications. A legal question en- 
ters into the responsibility of the tram- 
way company. Permission was given it 
to use the bridge, the only consideration 
being the placing of track stringers on 
the bridge by the tramway company. 
Such slight repairs as were made when 
a tloor-beam broke under this same car 
three years ago were made by the citj-. 
The city engineer's recommendation 
made at that time that iron floor-beams 
should replace the wooden ones was dis- j 
posed of by the city authorities without j 
reference to the tramway company. 
The closing of all city bridges to 
tramway traffic immediately after the 
accident shows absolute control by the | 
city of its highways, and that the city |

Aid. Partridge'^ Bicycle By-Law 
Undergoes a Number of Changes 
in Committee. 



s big bicycle meet has evi- 
dently infused the aldermanic miud with 
enthusiasm, for at last night's council 
meeting hardly anything else than 
bisyulo talk was indulged in. It was 
Aid. Partridge's bicycle by-law which 
started a discussion that was kept up 
till half past ten. Alter the second 
reading of the by-law Aid. Partridge on 
the motion to go into committee of the 
whole, remarked that he had introduced 
the by-law at the request of a num- 
ber of ratepayers. He had taken some 
trouble to secure similar by-laws from 
other cities to help him in drawing it 
up, and his opinion was that if some- 
thing were not done to regulate bicycles, 
the city would some day have to pay 
heavy damages, owing to accidents. lie 
had consulted the bicycle club and oth- 
ers interested in the wheel and done his 
best to bring in a measure 'that would 
be acceptable to everyone concerned. 
He trusted, therefore, that the alder- 
men would not condemn his by- 
law b'jdily, but would discuss the 
clauses one by one in commit tee. 

In committee Aid. Maetnillan said 
that one objection he had to the by-law 
was that there was no protection in it to 
the bicycle riders. He noticed that 
many people who drove horses did not 
seem to think the bicycler had any 
rights. He thought it hardly fair, too, 
to limit the speed to six miles when the 
tram cars were allowed to goat ten miles 
an hour. If the provision included every 
he would not

Chief Mack," of the West Coast In- 
dians, has been arrested on a charge of 
breaking into the repair station of the 
telegraph linesmen between Carmanah 
and San Juan.

Ald. Partiuooe was not, he said, try- 
ing to legislate against wheelmen but 
was anxious to protect them and the 
uublic as well. There was already a by- 
low governing hacks. Section 1 of the 
proposed by law provided against bicy- 
cles being ridden along the streets or 
, public highways at a greater speed than 
of the bridge's good ' s ' x miles an hour, and that every bicycle 
- must be provided with a bell. 

Gloveu took exception to this 
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section because a speed of six miles 
was too slow. The bell might be all 
right, but he rode a machine himself 
and had not bad an occasion to use a 
bell. He read a communication from 
the Victoria Wheelmen's Club, stating 
that the by-law was unnecessary as any 
difficulty might be met by the vehicle 
by-law. They further suggested that if 
the bicycle by-law was passed the speed 
should be put at ten miles an hour, as at 
that speed the bicycle was better under 
control than when going very slow. 
They also objected to the bell as more 
liable to cause that prevent accidents. 

Ald, M.utcnANT defended the section 
as it stood. As? for speed, it was just as 
easy to r ide even four miles an hour as 
to ride six or eight. He would not ob- 
ject, to a whistle instead of a bell if that 
was thought best. 

The Ma you, in answer to a question, 
stated that the municipal act only gave 
the city the power to legislate for 
bicycles, but said nothing about tan- 
dems or tricycles.

JJJThe wheelmen's letter of objection 
pointed out that very often the feet had 
to be removed from 'the pedals to apply 
a brake.

The provision that bicycles must carry 
lights at all hours between one hour 
alter sunset and one hour before sun- 
rise was amended to the hours between I) 
p.m. and 3 a.m. during May, June, July, 
August and September, and between 5 
p.m. and 7 a.m. during the other months 
of the year. 

The penalty clause was altered to pro- 
vide for a fine not exceeding $3 tor the 
first offence and for every subsequent of- 
fence a fine not exceeding .-f 10 or impris- 
onment not to exceed ten days. 

The committee then rose and their re- 
port was adopted. 

Ald. Williams, as chairman of the 
finance committee, seconded by Aid. 
Maetnillan, introduced the usual by-law 
to sell all the land i" arrears for taxes 
over two years. The by-law was put 
through all stages except reconsider- 
ation. 

The Tax by-law was also introduced 
and read a first time.

Inaugural Address by Rislit Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain, the British 
Colonial Secretary. 



Sir Donald A. Smith On Closer 
Commercial Relations With 
the Empire. 

The third CongresH of Chambers of 
Commerce of the Empire was opened in 
London in the hall of the Grocers' Com- 
pany, London, there being a very large 
and representative attendance. Among 
those preaent were Hon. F. G. Vernon, 
agent-general for British Columbia, Sir 
Mackenzie Bo well, Mr. Robert Ward of 
the B. C. Board of Trade, and Major- 
General Twigge of the Vancouver Board 
of Trado. 

Right Hon. Mr. Chamberlain was 
warmly received on rising to deliver his 
inaugural address. In the course of it 
he said : As Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, I rejoice in every fresh indica- 
tion of the essential unity of the Empire. 
I think we may say that the occasion 
was never more favorable, and I an; en- 
couraged to hope from your deliber- 
ations that you will make importantl 
additions in the direction towards the 
solution of which all our patriotic aspi- 
rations and our mutual interests are 
steadily tending. The very existence of 
Buch a congress as this, the fact that to- 
day the representatives of the commerce 
of the Dominion of Canada, the West 
Indies, of Australasia, of South Africa, 
and of our great Indian dependencies, 
should meet in London the delegates of 
the commerce of the United Kingdom, 
is evidence that wo have to a great ex- 
tent annihilated space, and that the dis- 
tances which separate us are no longer 
any barrier to the free communication 
and that personal intercourse which are 
the 

CONDITIONS OK NATIONAL UNITY. 

Insensibly the bonds between us are 
strengthening and multiplying. You 
have for a long time— you gentlemen 
who come from the colonies — been in 
our thoughts. You are now actually in 
our sight. Your claims, your wishes, 
the resources of your separate colonies, 
vour political conditions, all these are 
becoming as familiar to us as if we were 
all provinces in one great kingdom or 
BtateB in a true Imperial federation. 
(Applause.) 1 think that further knowl- 
edge must tend to complete the agree- 
ment between us. I have studied the 
long and multifarious list of proposals 
which will be laid before you, ami I can 
assure you that your decisions will be 
carefully noted by Her Majesty's gov- 
ernment. One thing I observe with 
great satisfaction, and that is that one 
and the same note riims throughout the 
whole of them. Whether compounded 
by the colonies or the home chamber, all 
Lend in the direction of greater uniform- 
ity and of closer union between these 
colonies and ourselves. 

All these proposals are of great and of 
pressing importance, but they are, I was 
going to say, dwarfed into insignificance 
in comparison with other proposals 
which also will be put before you, and 
which are intended to secure the 

COMMERCIAL UNION 
of the empire. (Hear, hear.) If this 
question can once be satisfactorily set- 
tled, all the others to which I have re- 
ferred would follow as a matter of course 
in its train. If we had a commercial 
union throughout the empire, of 
course there would be a council 
of the empire, and that council 
would be called upon to watch 
over the execution of the arrangements 
which might be made, to consider and 
to make amendments in them from time 
to time, and whenever such a Council is 
established there will, surely, naturally 
be remitted to it all those questions of 
communication, of commercial law, in 
which the whole of the Empire is 
mutually interested. Even Imperial de- 
fence could not be excluded from its 
deliberations, for Imperial defence is 
only another name for the protection of 
Imperial commerce, and to such a Coun- 
cil as I have imagined to he possible, 
the details of such defence, the methods 
of carrying it out, the provisions to be 
made for it would naturally be remitted. 
Gradually, therefore, by that prudent 
and experimental process by which ail 
our greatest institutions have slowly 
been built up, wo should in this wav, I 
believe, approach to a result which 
would be little, if at all, distinguished 
from a real federation of the Empire. 
"We are absolutely unanimous as to t he 
object which we desire to attain (cheers). 
No one nowadays, in this country or 
outside of it, denies the enormous bene- 
fit which it would bo to the British race 
without the Empire if we could arrange 
some union which would lead to closer 
relations, and which would retain with- 
in the Empire, and for the benefit of the 
Empire, the trade and the subjects 
which are now diverted to foreign lands. 
But up to the present time we have 
not been agreed as to the methods by 
which this object may be reached. 

TIIE TWO EXTREMES. 

Now, it oppearo to me that there are 
only three lines of progress which have 
been suggested, or which can he suggest- 
ed, to accomplish this great object. The 
first of them is a proposal that the col- 
onies should abandon their own fiscal 
system and should adopt ourB; that they 
should carry out fully the doctrine of 
free trade; that they should open their 
markets, not only to us, but to all the 
world, and abandon entirely the pro- 
tective duties upon which they now rest 
for the revenue they collect. This is a 
proposal which is supported by the 
Cobden Club, by all orthodox free- 
traders, and others. A great deal could 
bo said— I do not deny it— that for all 
concerned this would be the best solu- 
tion for the matter. At the same time, 
lam bound to point out that this would 
not bring about commercial union in the 
sense in which we have generally un- 
derstood the word, because that would 
bring about a cosmopolitan union, and 
would offer no particular advantage to 
the trade of the Empire as such. But 
what is to my mind a much more fatal 
objection is the fact that, speaking gen- 
erally, the colonies will not adopt this 
proposal. We must consider it, there- 
fore, as a council, and if we are to wait 
until the colonies generally are convert- 
ed to our views with regard to the ad- 
vantages of free trade, lot us recognize 



the fact that we must postpone the hope 
of a commercial union to the Greek 
Kalends. (Laughter.) Freo trade in this 
country has been developed to the great 
advantage of this country for the period 
of half a century, but in spite of that, it 
hits ma le no converts. There is no con- 
siderable approach to our system on the 
part of the colonies, and no' approach on 
the part of foreign countries. I pass on 
now to 

. TIIH SECOND PROPOSAL, 
which has been laid before a Btmilar 
congress to this, which lound expression 
at tiie great congress held at Ottawa a 
year or two ago. This is a proposal 
which in justice, I may say, our prin- 
cipal colonies have advocated with great 
force and eloquence, and has been sup- 
ported by leading colonists. This pro- 
posal is the very reverse of that which I 
have been considering. For that was a 
proposal that the colonies should aban- 
don their system for ours; but this is a 
proposal that wo should abandon ours 
in favor of theirs. It is that, while the 
colonies should be left absolutely free to 
impose what protective duties they 
please upon foreign countries and British 
commerce, they should bo required to 
make a small discrimination in favor of 
British trade in preference, and that we 
should impose duties on food and raw 
material Irom foreign countries. My 
own opinion is that there is not the 
slightest chance that in any reasonable 
time this country, or the parliament of 
this country , would accept such a pro- 
position. The foreign trade of this 
country is so large, and the foreign trade 
of the colonies is comparatively so small, 
that a small preference given to us upon 
the foreign trade by the colonies would 
make so small a difference — be so small 
a benefit — that 1 do not believe the work- 
ing classes of this country would consent 
to make such a revolutionary change for 
such an infinitesimal advantage. Thus, 
we have only arrived at a deadlock in the 
question . 

If, therefore, we are to make any pro- 
gress at all we must seek a third course, 
in which there shall be give and take on 
both sides, in which neither side will 
adhere to preconceived conclusions, but 
one in which to the good of the whole 
shall he subordinate the separate inter- 
ests of the parts. It 1 understand it cor- 
rectly, I lind the germs of such a pro- 
posal in a resolution which is submitted 
by the Toronto Board of Trade. I under- 
stand this to be 

a ZOLLVEREIN on customs' UNION, 

which would establish at once, practic- 
ally, free trade throughout the British 
Empire, and would leave the separate 
contracting parties free to make their 
own arrangements with regard to duties 
upon foreign goods, with this as an es- 
sential condition of the proposal that 
Great Britain shall consent to replace 
moderate duties upon certain articles of 
large production in the colonies. The 
articles upon which such duties should 
be levied coming from abroad would be 
grain, meat, wool, sugar and other arti- 
cles of enormous consumption in this 
country, and which are largely produced 
in the colonies, and which might be 
wholly produced in the colonies, and by 
British labor. On the other hand, the 
colonies, while maintaining their duties 
upon foreign commodities, would agree 
ton free interchange of commodities 
with the rest of the Empire, and cease 
to put a duty upon any product of the 
British Empire. (Applause.) This 
is the principle of the German Zoll- 
verein ami that which prevails in 
the United States of America, and I do 
not doubt for a moment that this would 
be a strong bond of union between the 
British race throughout the word. (Ap- 
plause.) Such a proposal might com- 
mend itself even to a Free Trader, be- 
cause it would extend its operations to 
more than 3011 millions of the human 
race. On the other hand, it would open 
up an almost, unlimited market for agri- 
culture and other products. The details 
would require the most careful examin- 
ation providing for exceptions to be 
made to the general principle. These 
exceptions I do not propose to discuss on 
the present occasion. If a proposal of 
this kind came from tin; Colonies it 
would not be met by a blank refusal 
from the people of this country, (Loud 
applause.) I hope you will not consider 
that I have gone beyond my duty in 
making these remarks. I am actuated 
solely by the strong desire I entertain 
that your deliberations should have 
some practical result in bringing ub 
nearer to t hat object we all have in view, 
and which I do not hesitate to say is the 
greatest object which Great Britain can 
pursue, and which would, I believe, 
come at a critical Btage of our history. 
(Loud applause.) 

On the motion of Sir A. K. Rollit, 
M. I'., seconded by Lord Ivnutsford, a 
hearty votu of thanks waa passed to Mr. 
Chamberlain for his speech. 

SIR DONALD SMITH'S AEENDMEN.T. 

Sir Donald Smith, who was greeted 
with cheers, moved in amendment 
to the Toronto Board of Trade resolu- 
tion this proposition: "Whereas the 
stability and progress of the British Em- 
pire can behest assured by drawing con- 
tinually closer the bonds that unite the 
colonies with the mother country, and 
by the continuous growth of a practical 
sympathy and co-operation in all that 
pertains to the common welfare, and 
whereas this co-operation and utility 
can in no way be more effectually pro- 
moted than by the cultivation and ex- 
tension of the mutual and profitable in- 
terchange of their products, therefore 
resolved — That this Congress records its 
belief in the advisability and practica- 
bility of a customs arrangement between 
Great Britain and her Colonies and In- 
dia on the basis of preferential treat- 
ment, and recommends that steps should 
bo taken by Her Majesty's government 
to bring about an interchange of opin- 
ions on the subject betwee ;i the mother 
country and the other governments of 
the Empire." In the course of his 
speech Sir Donald Smith said : In mov- 
ing this amendment I do so in no spirit 
of opposition to the proposal of the Tor- 
onto Board of Trade. I am indeed not- 
ing in unison with my friends irom Tor- 
onto and other Canadian representatives 
in putting forwaid the amendment, and 
the object is to place before this Congnss 
a resolution which represents I hope 
the views of all the Canadian delegates 
and will receive their support, and thus 
render more or less unnecessary the dis- 
cussion of the other resolutions of a 
similar nature which are on the paper. 
We hope ult-o that the terms of the 
amendment are such as will commend 
themselves to the representatives of the 
commercial interestaof the United King- 
dom who are present to-day.

of a commercial arrangement between 
the Mother Country and the other 
colonies. That must he left to the 
government of the different parts of the 
Empire to formulate and arrange. 
What we want to do is to secure tho_ ac- 
ceptance by this congress of the princi- 
ple that has been in one way and an- 
other so ably advocated. Quite recently 
it has been referred to by Mr. Chamber- 
lain. It has also been discussed by the 
Canadian Parliament, Board uf Trade 
and Chambers of Commerce in Canada, 
in South Africa Australasia, and also in 
other colonies, ft was also adopted by 
the delegates of the different colonies 
who met together at Ottawa in 18W. 
Indeed, it will be seen that the two in- 
troductory paragraphs of the amend- 
ment are precisely the same us the Ot- 
tawa resolutions. The only difference 
is that , the third paragraph of the 
amendment takes up a step further, and 
that, the p, inciple being conceded, Her 
Majesty's Government are to be re- 
quested to approach the other govern- 
ments ot the Empire with a view to the 
interchange of opinions on this import- 
ant subject, which, if I may say so, is 
very closely connected with the future 
development of the trade and commerce 
of the great empire. If Her Majesty's 
government will grasp the matter uohily 
and invite an expression of opinion from 
the governments of the colonics, we are 
not without hope that it may lead to the 
calling together of another great colonial 
conference in London, where the details 
of a measure satisfactory to the colonies 
and to the United Kingdom might be 
discussed ant', arranged. 1 do not think 
this congress, representing as it does the 
commercial interests of the British Em- 
pire, coultl discuss a matter 

MOltE VITAL AND MORE IMPORTANT 

than that which is referred to in the 
amendment I have the honor to propose. 
The Marquis of Salisbury has said that 
the closer union between the mother 
country and the colonics is nothing more 
or less than the future of the British 
empire. Mr. Goschen has said that he 
thinks it possible that the advantages of 
the commercial consolidation of the em- 
pire might be so great that in certain 
circumstances no objection would be 
raised to it. Lord Rosebery, in one of 
his speeches, said, " It is, as I believe, 
impossible for you to maintain in the 
long run your present, loose and imper- 
fect relations to your colonies. I wish 
to say that on the ground of commercial 
interests alone the question is worthy ot 
the consideration of our commercial 
communities." The discussions of the 
delegates at the Ottawa, conference 
on the same subject will he fresh in your 
recollection. All this shows the import- 
ance that is attached to the matter both 
in the mother country and the colonies, 
and 1 venture to hope that the amend- 
ment which I have proposed, and which 
I trust will bo the substantive resolu- 
tion before the meeting, will be adopted. 
I do not propose to weary you with 
figures. Most of you are connected with 
commerce. You know the extent and 
importance of the colonial trade at pres- 
ent ; and you have an idea of the extent 
to which it is bound to develope in the 
future. We have immense British ter- 
ritories all over the world, and their 
progress is only just commencing. J 
think these facts are an argument in 
themselves for the formulation of closer 
and more intimate commercial arrange- 
ments bet ween the different parts of the 
Empire than exist at present. Our hon- 
orary president, Mr. Chamberlain, not 
long ago said that we have a common 
origin, a common history, a common 
language, a common literature, a com- 
mon love of liberty and law, common 
principles to assert, and 

COMMON INTERESTS TO MAINTAIN". 

And, gentlemen, we have all a common 
love for and loyalty to the British Crown 
and the British connection. Why, 
therefore, cannot, we have some arrange- 
ment of the nature sketched in outline 
in the amendment! am now proposing? 
Why should every part of the Empire in 
matters of commerce treat every other 
part of the Empire as they do foreign 
countries! Gentlemen, union is strength. 
We have competitors everywhere, and if 
we hope to compete with them not only 
within but without the Empire we must 
look after what we conceive to be our 
common interests. 1 think it will be 
generally admitted that they look after 
theirs. 1 have already said that we do 
not want to enter into details. We do 
not wish to enter into a discussion on 
abstract free trade or protection. We 
have other and higher objects to attain — 
the closer commercial unity of this great 
Empire — and those wdio run may read, 
not only the issues that are at stake at 
the present time, but the very much 
greater issues that must make them- 
selves apparent in the near future. 1 do 
not think there is anything in a inotler- 
ade scheme of preferential treatment 
which need shock any reasonable 
economic theories , neither is it likely to 
lead to retaliation. Indeed, I doubt 
very much whether in the lace of a com- 
mercial anion between tin; different 
parts of the Empire ourgood friends and 
competitors in other countries would 
care to initiate any policy ol retaliation. 
We have as much right to treat trade 
within the Empire on a preferential 
basis as the various foreign countries 
with coionies have .to give; to and re- 
ceive from their colonies preferential 
treatment. I iermauy cannot reasonably 
object to such a proposition, neither can 
the United States, because they have 
adopted it already themselves, and the 
same remark applies to Norway and 
Sweden. Therefore, gentlemen, I com- 
mend this amendment very heartily and 
cordially to your acceptance. I am sure 
its adoption would cause much gratifica- 
tion in the colonies, and, 1 believe, 
among no inconsiderable part of the 
population of the United Kingdom. It 
would also encourage Her Majesty's gov- 
ernment to take steps to secure a modi- 
fication of 

TIIOBK UNLUCKY TRHATIES 

with Belgium and Germany, which in 
their present form block the way to any 
inter-Imperial arrangement. After 
looking into the matter, I do not think 
there would be any great difficulty in 
bringing about I In- modification that we 
desire. 1 will only say, in conclusion, 
that the terms of the amendment aro 
very elastic in their nature. What we 
tire striving for is some plan which may 
the least upset the fiscal system in 
force in the United Kingdom and 
in the colonies, and 1 believe 
that such a scheme could readily bo ar- 
ranged. It would certainly mean great

in foggy weather, with passing steamers. 
Strangers may communicate with the 
station by whistle sounds, using the 
'Morse' or 'Continental' telegraphic 
codes. This notice affects Canadian List 
of Lights and Fog Signals, No. 1163. 
On and after 1st July next, in addition 
lo I lie regular fog signal, which consists 
of single blasts of live seconds' duration, 
with intervals of twenty-two seconds be 
tween them, a signal of four short blasts 
from the fog whistle at Race Rocks in 
answer to the fog signal of any steamer 
enveloped in fog in Juan de Fuca strait 
will denote that the northern portion of 
tin strait is free from fog. It often hap 
pens that where there is thick fog in 
the southern part of the strait the north- 
ern portion is perfectly clear. In such 
circumstances, the signal now arranged 
will enable steamers to clear the fog 
readily.

ARRIVES PROM THE NORTH. 

Tho steamship Danube, Capt. Meyer 
arrived in port last evening. She reached 
Vancouver yesterday morning, landing 
there a number of passengers and a 
small freight. Her cargo was not very 
extensive on this voyage. As yet no 
very big salmon packs have been put up 
on the Skeena, although eannerymen 
are anticipating a large run a little later 
on in the season. If this materializes it 
will in a measure compensate for the 
loss of time caused by the recent strike. 
When the Danube was on the river 
about a week ago the Balmoral 
cannery was estimated to have the 
biggest pack on the river, its catch be- 
ing 1,300 cases. Fishing boats were 
securing on an average -10 fish a day, 
but the cannery pack could not be 
approximated by the crew of the steam- 
er, as in some instances it was very 
small. At Cunningham's cannery the 
steamer received 2U0 cases for Victoria, 
The steamer had among her passengers 
Mr. Cunningham and P. Callan. The 
latter is on the sick list and came down 
to Victoria for the purpose of entering 
the hospital. 

DKLAYKD BY HEAD WIKD8, 

Strong head winds, such as have not 
previously been experienced this year, 
accounted for the Walla Walla's non 
arrival in port from San Francisco until 
about 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
The trip consequently was not as pleas- 
ant, and about seventeen hours siower 
than the ordinary passage.

Captain Murray 
reports a pleasant uneventful trip. The 
plague was still in evidence when she 
left Hong Kong, ~H deaths having oc- 
cuired in the week ending May 10. It 
was confined to occasional cases, though, 
and these were lessening in number. 
The steamer brings a big cargo, the new 
crop of tea furnishing a considerable 
portion of it. It includes ii7(> cases of 
tea, 2,640 bags of rice, 330 cases merch 
andise, 140 rolls matting and L'OO casks 
cement for Victoria.
